ALL CONTRACTS 


Labor’-Protecting Measure 


Is Produced by Fred J. 
White, M.L.A. 


Giving authority to break ex- 
isting as well as future contracts 
a bill has been introduced into 
the legislature by Fred J, White, 
provincial Labor leader, which 
deals with the whole question of 
government contracts. It has al- 
ready received first reading. 

One provision in the new bill is 
that “This Act shall apply to every 
such contract as aforesaid entered 
into by the government or by any 
department of the government 
whether entered into before or after 
| the coming into force of this Act.” 
The bill stipulates that on public 
| work, the contractor shall pay to 
the workmen employed such rates 
of wages as are fair having regard 
to the rates of wages ordinarily pre- 
vailing in the locality in which the 


work is carried out and every con- 
tract shall be presumed to have 
been entered into with the intent 
that the said term would appl) 


thereto, 

Breach of provisions of the Act 
would entitle the government to 
cancel the contract. The Board of 
Public Utilities Commissioners, on 
direction of the government and 
following receipt of representations 
would be empowered to hold an in- 
quiry on the matter of wage paying

LITTLE CAUSE TO “SMILE” 

Unemployment relief cost the Dominion 
treasury $43,270,243 last year. In addition, $17,- 
000,000 were spent in public works and in 
maintaining the relief camps for single men. 


Since the work done ‘off-sets this outlay, this 
item may be considered a capital expenditure 
rather than a relief expense The $43,270,422 
represents only the cost of ‘direct relief.” 

To which the provinces and the municipal- 


ities added similar sums, making a total “dole 
outlay of something like $130,000,000 

The federal returns show that at the end 
of Februgry 1,229,935 persons were receiving 
relief—direct relief. Of these 259,918 were 
heads of families, while 51,700 were gle 
persons. These figures do not represent, and 
are not supposed to represent, the total num- 
ber who are involuntarily unemployed. They 


relate only to those actually on direct relief 

There are in addition the men who are 
spending their time in the twenty-cent-a-day 
camps, the men who have left the camps and 
are now tramping the streets of Vancouver and 
other cities, and the great nurnber who have 
kept off relief and out of the camps by eating 
up their savings, selling their assets, living at 
home, and doing odd jobs 

The economics department of McGill Uni- 
versity recently prepared figures showing there 
are 2,000,000 victims of unemployment in Can- 
ada. The estimate cannot be fer astray, and 
certainly cannot be far above the mark 

“Five years after,” unemployment is still 
here, more of @ “national emergency” than it 
was in 1930, and more widespread than any- 
body—Premier Bennett included— then thought 
it would become. 

Next to the unemployed, sympathy is due to 
those cheerful but mis-guided souls who told 
us this depression was only a passing phase, a 
temporary slump after the great boom, which 
would pass away as darkness vanishes with the 
dawn, leaving jobs for everybody and good 
times again for all.

J'm an- 
swering it in the column not 
wholly from motives of lazi- 
ness. The query is one that 
many might like to ask, and 
more be interested in read- 
ing about. 

The photo-electric cell can 
do most things requiring pre- 
cision in selection that hu- 
man beings can do—aend do 
them quicker, with greater 
exactitude and more cheaply. The human eye 
may tire—witness the effects on ladies who 
linger too long applying make-up and emerge 
es if dipped in a can of tomato juice. The hu- 
man brain may grow sleepy and careless, but 
the photo-electric cel] never nods, or blinks or 
tires, Mr. Newman, as I remember, told of the 
bean sorters used by the Generel]. Bean Com- 
pany which sort 50,000 pounds of beans a day. 
Each one of the 20,000,000 beans is scrutinized 
by the photo-electric cells. The cells can be 
adjusted so that only the choicest, purest, whit- 
est beans are admitted to the bins. Or they can 
be relaxed to admit any desired degree of dis- 
coloration. Any below standard are thrown 
out, The cells are vastly more efficient than 
human hand pickers.

Toasted Starches 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In some cases where the patient has been a 
heavy eater of starches, it may seem advisable 
to use a restricted diet for a time, and to greatly 
cut down on the amount of starchy foods. A 
restriction of this kind may be of benefit, for 
example, in diabetes, overweight, gall-bladder 


disease, and nephritis or 
Bright's Disease; also when 
the patient is very much 


overweight and has develop- 
ed flat feet, or arthritis 
affecting the joints of the 
lower extremities, it is of de- 
cided advantage to the pa- 
tient to reduce. In these in- 
stances, the patient is in- 
structed to leave off some of 
the starches. 

However, since he is 
accustomed to taking starchy foods with every 
meal, he finde that he becomes “lonesome” for 
bread, potatoes, biscuits, and other starchy 
foods. The best way I have ever found to break 
the habit of eating too much starch, is to allow 
the patient a reasonable amount of well- 
browned toast. For this purpose, I recommend 
felba Toast. 

Melba toast is the name which has been 
given to toast which has been browned al] the 
way through, and is the kind which should 
always be used. The bread from which this 
toast is made must be thoroughly dried for 
several days before using. The best plan is to 
stand the fresh loaf on end and carefully slice 
eff the outer crust on each side and end; then 
cut it into slices not over one-fourth inch in 
thickness and put awey to dry for at least 
a day. When it is “Dry es a chip,” it is ready 
for toasting. 

Bake this dried bread in a moderate oven 
for from 15 to 20 minutes. If you attempt to 
toast it in less time, it will be only burned 
on the outside and not as completely dextrin- 
ized es it should be. When properly toasted 
this Melba toast has a delicious sweet taste. 

Any kind of bread may be used, but you will 
find that the toast made from plain white bread 
will be the most palatable. When real whole 
wheat bread is completely dextrinized a bit- 
ter taste is developed, due to the burning of 
the bran and protein elements which are not 
present in the white bread, 

An appetizing toast may be prepared by re- 
toasting Shredded Wheat Biscuit or Triscuit. 
These foods are partially toasted in the factory 
and are sufficiently shredded so that they may 
be re-toasted completely through in from five 
to ten minutes in a slow oven. 

This is a good kind of toast to take on pic- 
nic or camping parties, as it can be easily pre- 
pared over the hot coals of a camp fire. 

When toast has been dextrinized as I have 
cribed, it can no longer create distressing 
gas from excessive fermentation, and its use 
does not interfere in any way with the diges- 
lation of other foods. 

Melba toast, like all dextrose, is a highly 
concentrated food and consequently must be 
used in limited quantities. Owing to its chem- 
ombines readily with any other 
good substitute to hold in your 
place of bread, when you feel that

A Dey in Canadian History 


On this date in 1889 Donald 
Morrison, the “outlaw of Megan- 
tic,” was taken prisoner by a 
trick, and one of the most sen- 
Sational man hunts in Canadian 
history was ended. Donald was 
the son of Highland parents who 
had settled at Marsden on Lake 
Megantic. When he _ reached 
early manhood he went to the 
western states, both as an advene 
ture and to gain money for his 
parents. While he was away the 
old folk were forced to leave 
their humble home as the result 
of the foreclosure of a mortgage. 
Donald came home to find his 
parents homeless. He swore 
vengeance upon the “persecutors” 
of his parents. Shortly after- 
wards a barn on this old home- 
stead, which had been bought 
by a French Canadian for a trifle 
ing sum, was burned. Donald was 
accused of arson and a warrant 
was issued for his arrest. Pro- 
testing his innocence Donald went 
into the woods, coming out now 
and then to visit friends who hid 
him from the police. 

On one occasion he was driven 
to safety in a “wedding party” 
in which, with his face hidden, 
he acted the bridegroom and 
made his getaway into the bush 
again. The police gave up the 
chase, but one Warren, a self- 
styfed “bad man” from Maine, 
declared he would get his man. 
He threatened to shoot Donald at 
sight. They came face to face, 
Warren drew first, but Donald 
was quicker on the trigger and 
Warren dropped in his 
Morrison coolly walked

back into the woods. For weeks 
he eluded his pursuers who were 
armed with a warrant for mur- 
der as well as for arson. 

Months passed, Morrison 
evaded all the search parties. 
Provincial police, Montreal police 
and even a company of militia 
from Quebec city combed the 
country without success. Easter 
neared, Silas Carpenter of Mont- 
real got Judge Dugas to announce 
an Easter armistice; the troops 
and most of the police were 
withdrawn, and seemingly the 
hunt was off for the time. Donald 
heard of this, went to his par- 
ents’ cottage to get a change of 
clothes, was surprised by the 
police and got away, but only a 
few yards when he was brought 
down by a bullet in his thigh. He 
was taken to Sherbrooke jail 
heavily ironed and lay there until 
October, when he was tried and 
found guilty of manslaughter and 
sentenced to 18 years’ imprison- 
ment. 

He did not serve his full term, 
He withered away in the peni- 
tentiary and died a few years 
later. His body was taken back 
to his birthplace and given a 
great funeral attended by hun- 
dreds of sympathizers who re- 
garded him as the victim of a 
miscarriage of justice, and a 
monument over his grave in the 
cemetery at Gisla, Hampton town- 
ship, Megantic county, tells his 
story. Many Scots of the eastern 
townships even today regard 
Donald Morrison as a martyr 
killed by violation of a flag of 
truce.

remind you that Mr. Justice Rid- 
dell in the Florence Mining Co. 
case held, that within its own 
sphere a Provincial Legislature 
was completely sovereign. “The 
Legislature within its jurisdiction, 
can do anything that is not natur- 
ally impossible and is restrained 
by no rules human or divine.” 
The sole question therefore is, has 
Alberta jurisdiction? 

The words of the B.N.A. Act are 
carefully restricted. Canada has 
the sole jurisdiction over currency 
and coinage, banking, the issue of 
paper money and legal tender, 
Credit is none of these. Canada 
has also power to borrow money 
on the public credit, that is the 
credit of Canada, The Provinces 
have power to borrow money on 
the sole credit of the Province, 
Therefore Alberta has exclusive 
jurisdiction over its own credit. 

Hitherto Canada has permitted 
banks to monetise her credit, to 
their immense profit. Sir Thomas 
White is on record as having said 
that “During the war Canada sur- 
prised not only herself but the 
world when her people subscribed 
for war bonds twice as much 
money as there was in Canada, 
and then we had ample money 
left to carry on a growing busi- 
ness" We know how that was 
done.

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SOCIAL CREDIT 
MEETING HELD 
AT WETASKIWIN 


WETASKIWIN, Alta, April 22— 


The first constituency convention of | 


the Alberta Social Credit league 
was held in the UF.A, hall in Wee 
taskiwin on Saturday. Seventy-two 
delegates representing 24 groups 
Were present. Enthusiasm flavored 
with religious fervor characterized 
the gathering. 

Rev. J. A, Wingblad was elected 
temporary chairman. R. E. Ansley, 
Official organizer, directed the proe 
ceedings. Constituency officials 
elected were: August Verstrate, 
president; Rev. J. A. Wingblad, vice- 
president; Frank Thorne, secretary; 
Ed. Dickau, treasurer, to be assisted 
by eight zone directors. 

Delegates for the Northern Al- 
berta convention to be held in Ed- 
monton, April 24, were:— 

Messrs. Leeman, Pigeon Lake; 
Lilleedaht, Loneridge; Ed. Dickau, 
Peacehill; J. W. G. Gable, Wetas- 
kiwin; Alvin Lee, Gwynne; George 
Watterson, Angusridge. 

As Mr. Gable lives out of the city 
On a farm the city itself is unrepre- 
sented at the Edmonton convention, 
a fact which is deplored by many 
Social Crediters here.

Major Douglas is right, that un- 
less there is a radical change in 
our present monetary policy, we 
face chaos or revolution within 
five years. His predictions have 
an uncanny way of coming true, 
His prediction at Ottawa in 1923, 
of the present collapse, was ab- 
solutely justified by events, 
Therefore we must act now. And 
we are confident that if Alberta 
adopts Social Credit, as she can, 
her example will rapidly be fol- 
lowed by British Columbia and 
Saskatchewan, and then it will 
not take long for the rest of Can- 
ada to follow suit, 

Your detailed criticisms of the 
proposed plan seem to me to be 
premature for though there has 
been a general sketchwork the 
plan itself in its details has still 
to be evolved. That will be done 
when the proper time comes. 
Plans may shift and change ac- 
cording to circumstances the fun- 
damental principles abide. And 
the main question just now is, 
have we the power to do this in 
Alberta? I say that we have, and 
we mean to put it to the test. 

May I in conclusion reverse the 
position, The problem for solu- 
tion is, why should people be in 
need, why should a million in 
Canada be on relief, when we 
have an abundance of production 
such as has never been known in 
any previous age? Your Govern- 
ment faced that problem in March 
and April last year. You heard 
what Major Douglas had to say. 
I refer to his evidence on pp 83, 
96, 97, 103, and 123 in the official 
report. He said, “If you want to

get anything done, the best way 
to get it done is to begin at home 
and find out how you can do it, 
and I believe that if you tackle 
it in that spirit you can do it, but 
you certainly are not likely to do 
it by referring it to Ottawa” (p.

Twenty years ago Monday (April 
22) began the Second Battle of 
Ypres. To Canadians this particu- 
lar action is of supreme import- 
ance for a number of reasons. It 
was the baptism of fire of the 
original 1st Canadian Division in 
the war, and that baptism of fire 
was undergone in a manner total- 
ly new in warfare and against an 
enemy which years before civilized 
nations had agreed to exclude, The 


use of poison gas had been oul- 
lawed by international conven- 
tion, its projection into the wet 


was an unexpected violation of that 
agreement. 

In the third week of April, 1915 
the Canadian Division, arriving In 
the Ypres sector from the neigh- 
borhood of Armentieres, had re- 
relieved French troops in the for- 
ward area, 
fantry Brigade (General A. W. Cur- 
rie) and the 3rd Canadian Infantry 
Brigade (General R. E. W. Turner, 
V.C.) divided the front line, each 
with two battalions forward, one 
in support and their fourth in re- 
serve. The line extended for two 
and a half miles, from Gravenstafel 
on ‘the right to the Ypres-Poelcap- 
pelle Road on the left

It has been established since the 
war that the Allied high command 
was informed some days before 
April 22 that the Germans contem- 
plated) employing poison gas 1n 
their next attack against this sec- 
tor.
